CALL ECONOMIC PARLEY. 


Would Be in Addition to Proposed 


World Disarmament Conference 


Included in the Naval 


Bill. 


WASHINGTON, Dec; 21.—A move 


to instruct President Harding to call 
a world economic conference in addi- 
tion to the proposed world disarma- 
ment conference was made today by 
Senator Borah when he introduced an 
amendment of the naval appropria- 
tions hill now before the senate. 


The Borah amendment would take 


the place of the house provision en- 
couraging the president to call a dis- 
armament meeting to take up .things 
left undone by the conference of No- 
vember, 1921. 
The president would be encouraged 


to "call such governments as he 
deems necessary to send representa- 
tives to a conference which would be 
changed with the duty of considering 
the' economic problems of the world 
with view-to restoration of trade and 
the establishment of s.pund financial 
and 
business conditions," 
Borah's 


amendment stated. 


No mention is made of what coun- 


ties should be invited or where the 
conference might be held. 


The Borah amendment also em- 


bodies the provision of the appropria- 
tion which, specifies : that the execu- 
tive should call a new anas limitation 
conference to take up the matters of 
land, .sea

railway commisson lost the first round 
of ita battle with' the Northwestern 
•Bell Telephone company over the 
rates that company'shall charge In the 
state for the immediate future. The 
federal court granted the request of 
the. company for an injunction, the 
practical effect of which is to allow 
Hit. surcharge of 10 per cent.now in ef- 
fect to remain in force. 


This means that .the exchange rates 


will remain as they now are until 
further, action by the court, but that 
the increase jn toll and private branch 
exchanges rates, which will add some- 
thing, like $130,000 a year to the com- 
pany's incomer, will. go. into .-effect on 
the first of January. 


The company .will be .required to put 


up a bond that, if in the final hearing 
of the caee) it cannot establish its 
right to continue to charge the present 
exchange rates, if will refund the over- 
charge to patrons: This is the usual 
form in these cases, and it was urged, 
by the company, as one of'its strong 
claim, that nobody, would be damaged

OMAHA. Neb., Dec. tL—The state 


won a smashing victory In the fed- 
eral court today when that tribunal 
denied the petition of three railroads, 
the Burlington, Northwestern 
and 


Omaha, for an injuncion to prevent 
the collection of the full amount of 
state, county and school taxes levied 
against their property for the year 
1922. 


The court was divided in its opin- 


ion. Judges Lewis and Monger wrote 
the majority opinion which upheld the 
contention of Hugh Mamaster, coun- 
sel for State Tax Commissioner Os- 
borne, that the railroads had an ade- 
quate remedy at law by appealing to 
the state supreme court from the valu- 
ation placed on their property, and 
not having taken that appeal the fed- 
eral court was without Jurisdiction.

won a smashing victory In the fed-

How You Can Be Sure 


Your Child Is Properly Fed

N' 1886 there started in America a great battle against 


the white plague, which, of coarse, is tuberculosis— 
consumption we used to call it In 1886, in New York 


city, the death rate from tuberculosis was 38 persons 
out of every ten thousand of the population. 


Last year the death rate was the lowest of any year 


in recorded history, 'thirteen per ten thousand of the 
population. This is one-third of the appalling: record 
of thirty-four years ago. . 


Eight thousand persons died from.tuberculosis in 


1921. Under the conditions of 1886 twenty-four thou- 
sand would^have died. 


In other words, sixteen thousand persons are alive 


and well today who would have died last year trader the conditions of 1886. 


This is a wonderful record. What a pity if the economic conditions of

dread consumption. 


To determine the degree of undernour- 


ishment present. th« -New York City 
Health Department last year made » 
surrey of a large number of the public 
schools. 


In certain quarters, particularly-where 


many poor families dwelC the number 
of undernourished children was very 
high. In one school it was 73 per cent. 
| 
This means that out of one hundred 


children, examined only twenty-seven 
had the weight that their height and asre 
demanded. Of» course, a child mipht be 
underweight and still be healthy. The 
survev showed, however, that a very 
large percentage of these children were 
so undernourished as actually to be In I 
need of medical attention. 


It was found that many of these chil- 


dren were suffering from lack of food, 
milk particularly. 
The average con- 


sumption in many families was less than 
a cup of milk per day. There were sev- 
eral reasons for the denial to these chil- 
dren of the essential milk, chief of them 
Its high cost. 


Tt must be admitted, of course, that 


ignorance of the Importance of milk is 
another reason that cannot be over- 
looked.

that milk is just as essential to an In- 
fant and young child as air and water.

HRISTMAS is almost upon us, and 
those of us who have children and 
a real home with, room to spare 


are already scheming how we may get 
the tree indoors without its being dis- 
covered, and lock one room for at least 
a day in order .that we may' do justice 
to our Christmas tree's decoration. 


The best plan is to, get the trimmings 


ahead of time, and also decide on tbe 
style^of tree desired; so that-we may 
buy or make just th» tight decorations, 
then-put them away In boxes, ready for 
use. 


If possible, a tree should be put up 


securely on a good foundation, and be 
allowed to stand Indoors for a few hours 
to become pliable. Shape has much to 
do with the looks of a tree after denota- 
tion. Sometimes the shape may be im- 
proved by weighting down some of the 
branches, trimming then out la places, 
and inserting little twigs la other places 
by incisions in tbe trunk with a sharp 
knife. 


A square of asbestos cloth spread un- 


der the tree, or a cloth •prayed with 
the fin-protective solution that comes 
for the purpose is a wise precaution 
If candles are to be used. In son* targe 
trees, where possible, tiny electric lights 
are installed to illuminate 
the tree. 


• Where candles are used the best hold- 
ers possible should be chosen, and the 
decorations placed where they wfll be 
<n least danger from fire.

Veteran Mentor at Michigan Who 


Coached Nebraska One Year 


Started His Career With 


Mountaineers in 1894. 


MORGANTOWN, W. va., Dec. 21.—

struggle at San Diego Christmas day, 
local followers of the mountaineers are 
looking forward to a victory, and at 
the same time are digging into the 
history of other famous elevens pro- 
duced here.

The mountaineers have been great 


on the gridiron in other seasons, but 
Bet many present day followers of the 
tame know that tfHurry-Up" Yost of 
Michigan lame was born at Fairview, 
-twenty miles from Morgantown, and 
that he really became a great player 
at West Virginia university in 1894. 


Regular Three Years. 


Toit was graduated from West Vir- 


ginia In 1897 and watched his first 
game on the campus here. He was a 
regular with the 
mountaineers for 


three years before his graduation. 


After receiving his degree in 1897, 


Yost went 
to Nebraska where he 


coached during the season of 1898 and 
' from thereto Leland Stanford, taking 


up bis work at Michigan three years 
later. 


An amusing incident in Yost's foot- 
ball career came about in 1896 when 
Wtet Virginia and Lafayette college, 
played three football games in'four 
days. The first game was at Fairmont 
on a Friday, the next at Parkersburg 
on Saturday and the third at Wheeling 
on the following Monday. 


Yost played so spectacularly in these 


games and the eligibility rules were 
in such a primitive stage that he was 
loaded on the train with th^ Lafayette 
team and taken back to Easton and 
prepared to play against Pennsylvania 
in the big game on the Lafayette 
•chedule the following Saturday.

one-fourth of the game 


.against Penn, then took the first train 
for Morgantown to resume his class 
work. According to the story told here, 
the mountaineer players of that day 
refused to let Yost play again with 
the team for several weeks on account 
of his "desertion" but he peuformed 
the next season and was a great star.

tacular career is probably the most ih-

to revised estimates, a total of 4,149,- 
000 acres were sown a year ago of 
which 3,942,000 acres were left 
for 


harvest. The acreage sown last au- 
tumn as well as the acreage havcsted 
this year are the highest on record. 
The present marked reduction in acre- 
age was due to the exceedingly dry, 
unfavorable autumn.

crop is 830,000 
acres below

The condition of winter wheat is 63 


per cent as compared to 80 per cent a 
year ago, and the ten year average of 
89 per cent. Fields that were plowed 
early enough to absorb some of the 
July and August rainfall are in fairly 
good condition but the later plowing 
which comprises the great bulk of the 
crop is very unfavorable. With few

i plowed fields until Nov. 1 in the east- 
ern half of the state and the general 
rain over the entire state did not come 
. until the middle of November, 
j result, the crop has made very little 
| growth and some ot" it isn't above the 
i ground jet. It is extremely difficult 
I to predict with any degree of cer- 


tainty, the outcome of the present 
crop, due to the exceptional condition. 


The reduction in acreage 'of rye is 


also estimated at 80 per cent and the 
condition 70 per cent. As in the case 
of wieat, the dry, unfavorable autumn 
is responsible for the marked com- 
parison to the usual. 


It is estimated that -24 per cent of 


the apple crop will be shipped out of 
the county of production. Practically 
18 per cent of the crop has moved to 
date, nearly all of which was shipped 
from the commercial apple counties in 
southeastern Nebraska.
